as B. L. from the Unlverslty of Virginia
Colonel Scott was editor of tho Rlch

mond Whig in lSf,0, but shortly afte:
returned to hls plantatlon nnd entcrei
n courso of political readlng, rc-sultini
ln hls llterary work, tho "Lost Prin
clple of the Federal Govornment," a ver:
able work.

ln IS.'S Colonel Scott organized th'
celebrated "Black Horse Company, C. S
A.,'' and becamo ita first captain. Re
slgnlng, lie went to Montgomery, Ala.
and reported for servlco. President Davi
mnde him cajitain of cavalry. He wn

then proinoted to the rank of colonel nm

sent to the trans-Mlsslsslppi department
After the war Colonel Scott publi.shcd lil
"Life of Mosby" and the "Republlc us

Form of Government." In LS70 lie wa

HOT RELEASED YET

President to Pardon William
January After Three

Months.

PRiSONER WEEPS AT NEWS

Escapcd from rPrison, Becomes
Model Citizen, Arrested

Again.

WASHINGTON, Mny S.-.Attorney-
General Bon/.partd to-day recommend-
ed that the sentence of John WlUlam
Jonuary, allas Charles W. Anderson,
be commuted. Hc recommends that
the sentence be flxed at three months
from tho date of hls rearrest, and that
ho bo pardoned at the end of that tlme
.namely, July IB, 1007. The Presi¬
dent has approvod the Attorney-Oen-
cral's recommendation.
Tho Attorney-General. in a memo-

randuVn submitted to tho President,
mnkon the followlng commont on the
case:

"I consider it very Important, as a
matter of publlc pollcy, to dlscourage
nttempts to escape among prlsoners;
such nttempts Impnir tho dlsotpllno of
penal- Instltutions, expose tholr ofllcers
tc dangers, and, when successful, se-

rtously weaken tho salutary deterrent
effects of punlshment for crlmo. As
jugalnst thls must bo welghod the eml-
ncntly beneflclal effect, as a matter ot
publlc pollcy, of encouraging tho rcal
reformntion of convlcts. Tho orderly
and law-abidlng llfe of tho petltlonet
cannot, indeed, bo regnrded as eojut-
valent to merltorlous publlc servlco Ir
the army or navy, but lt Is very do-
slrablo that men In a situation llke
his should have an Inducement to lcac
such a life. I think tho petitlonei
ought to serve somo nppreclnblo tlmi
ln prison to show clearly that, as mat¬
ter of strlct rlght, he still belongi
there."
